They plundered the 
stealing food and badly 
clothing and throwing new 
into inhabitants of towns 
inured to civil strife, and 
ceeded relentlessly toward Shan-! 
tung, in northeast China proper, a 
province rich because of its mines 
and silk industry 

Their hope was to establish a new 
rendezvous in West Shantung after 
being in the field for a year in nor- 
thern Chahar province, northern 
China, and against the Japanese in 
Jehol province.

For the convenience of those who 
are not acquainted with the etiquette of the 
Nazi salute, the Berlin Vossiche Zeitung has 
kindly supplied the following information.

Only the leader of the formation 
returns the greeting. 


“Raise the right arm when the Horst 
Wessel song is sung.

“If the salute be introduced in your place 
of employment—as it must be everywhere— 
make use of it yourself.

Every citizen, including the non-Aryan, is 
required in his intercourse with officials and 
public employees to make use of the German 
greeting. In writing letters to officials he must 
conclude with “Hail Hitler” or “With German 
greetings”. 

The psychology of this reiterated “heiling” 
is apparent. How awful it would be if every 
time we write a letter explaining why we're not 
liable this year to pay income tax, or asking 
our local member to try and get a hole in the 
road filled in, we had to conclude with “Bravo, 
Bennett!” 


Before the Edmonton Local Council of 
Women a week ago I had an opportunity of re- 
calling some of the contributions to freedom 
made by bygone editors, from the days of Cax- 
ton whose press was placed under license to 
Edward IV’s Star Chamber. Editors who of- 
fended the powers that be in those days were 
placed in the pillory or the stocks, had their 


tongues slit or their ears cut off or were sent 
to the gallows. 
Even after the licensing of the press v 


abolished, under the doctrines of Libel on Gov- 
ernments and Scandalum Magnatum it was a 


criminal offense to criticize the king or his 
ministers, or their acts, or Parliament or its 
acts. This would be a very criminal age if 


these doctrines were in force today. 

In the first half of the eighteenth century 
it was still a crime to report the Proceedings 
of Parliament. Brave and penurious Dr. Sam- 
uel Johnson at one time earned a living writ- 
ing report of the debates for the Gentlemen's 
Magazine. Behind a screen booksellers 
shop he stood at a desk, pen in hand, taking 
down the conversations of members of Parlia- 
ment about the debates—they no doubt being 
parties to the subterfuge. From these notes he 
wrote up the speeches in his own noble English. 
That explains why the speeches of that day are 
all in orotund Johnsonese. But even Johnson 
had to get round the law by disguising these 
reports of Parliament as “Reports of the De- 
bates of the Senate of Lilliput’ 

Small wonder that Macaulay referred to the 
freeing of the press from license as “the great- 
est blow for freedom that was ever struck”,

QUESTION: Jerry writes: “Every fifteen 
minutes or so, night and day, I have a “flush” or 
heat wave. These are preceded by a most de- 
pressing sensation. I have had them for about 
ten years. I am twenty-five.” 

ANSWER: You probably have some kind of 
functional heart disorder which makes your cir- 
culation irregular. Systematic exercise and diet, 
if persisted in, will bring about a cure. 

QUESTION: Mr. Dwight R. writes: “I won- 
der if it is all right for my wife to use any of 
the following oils, in reasonable amounts: olive 
oil, corn oil, cottonseed oil, and sesame oil?” 

ANSWER: I am sure that she will find these 
oils wholesome and palatable. 

QUESTION: Mrs. R. J. R. writes: “My hus- 
band has just had a seige of boils on the back 
of his neck. I maintain that they are caused 
from his blood but he argues that they are in- 
fections in the roots of his hair and have nothing 
to do with the blood. Will you tell us, please.” 

ANSWER: You are both right. The boils 
start from an infection which often enters at the 
root of a hair. Only a small pimple would re- 
sult if one’s blood were in a clean condition, but 
where the blood stream is sluggish with morbid 
material a boil may develop and through more 
infection spread so that there will be a whole 
crop of boils from the first infection, To stop 
them from forming, the blood must first be 
made pure—the soil in which the germs grow 
must be removed through a cleansing diet and 
the stimulation of all of the eliminative 
functions. 

QUESTION: Joan C. D. inquires: “How do 
you make parsley tea?” 

ANSWER: Parsley tea is made by simmer- 
ing one bunch of parsley for about ten minutes 
in one quart of water. Strain and drink the 
liquid as a beverage between meals. As a sub- 
stitute you may use the dehydrated parsley 
such as can be bought at a Health Food Store, 
using about one tablespoonful of the parsley to 
one quart of water. You will also find it en- 
joyable to drink any water left after spinach 
has been cooked and will secure from this 
spinach juice a good supply of the food miner- 
als whcih have cokoed out of the spinach,

YOUR TEETH AND BEAUTY 


The useful and the beautiful used 
to be thought of as opposites, but 
in nature they closely allied 
Take the teeth, for instance, when 
they are poorly formed, decaying 
and discolored by neglect they are 
as unattractive as they are ineffic- 
ient; when they are straight, clean 
and healthy, they can perform their 
work better and add real beauty to 
one’s smile. 

Some people who are extremely 
conscientious in using mouth washes 
and dentrifices fail to realize that 
external treatments are only half) 
of what necessary to keep the 
teeth beautiful Since the teeth 
are living tissues they are affected 
by general conditions in the body. 
Diets deficient in milk, fruits and 
vegetables, or other necessary food 
elements, are reflected in poor 
teeth. The shade of the teeth— 
whether pearly white or yellow—is 
largely a matter of their internal 
chemistry. 

Correction of defects in the teeth | 
is desirable not merely on esthetic | 
grounds but because teeth that are | 
overcrowded or crooked or out of | 
proper alignment are not efficient | 
machines for preparing food for | 
the stomach. They are also more | 
likely to decay than are uncrowded, 
straight ones Failure to replace 
teeth that have been extracted can 
cause sagging of the face and may

“Some of the things we want the 
committee to deal with will be the 
rental problem, the clothing prob- 
lem, the adequacy of food relief be- 
ing given and then more particul- 
arly, to take up questions that have 
been matters of dispute between 
city and province, such as border 
line cases. We hope that this or- 
ganization will bring to us an in- 
dependent viewpoint on general re- 
lief problems so we can be assured 
the relief administration is acting in 
and proper manner. 
the committee’s meetings 
we will receive viewpoints from 
other angles than those of adminis- 
trative heads.” 
SUB COMMITTEES ALSO 

In addition to the main commit- 
tee, there will be two sub-commit- 
tees, one in this city and one in

Ice Forming 
On Chimneys 
Home Danger 


A danger to householders 
brought about by the exiremely 
cold weather and heavy snow- 
fall of the past month, has been 
called to the attention of the Bul- 
Ieiin by A. J. Porter, local pium- 
ber. 

Large formations of ice and 
snow have formed at the tops of 
chimneys where gas is used, caus- 
ed by the freezing of moisture in 
the gas fumes. A few homes 
have already reported that this 
ice has fallen down the chimney 
with the present thaw. 

When this happens all the-soot 
in the chimney 4s pushed to the 
bottom and the flue blocked so 
that there is no outlet. In one 
home this was reported to have 
occurred and the inmates be- 
came deathly ill from the poison- 
ous gas fumes. 

Such formations can also occur 
on the sewer stack where it 
comes through the roof. When the 
icé falls down this stack it is 
plugged so that, when the toilet 
bow! is flushed, the bath and 
basin traps are siphoned and 
sewer gas comes into the room. 

Both these conditions can be 
prevented by clearing away the 
snow around the sewer stack and 
taking the ice off the top of the 
chimney. The chimney should 
also be kept clear of soot.
